“We  have  a  lot  of  young  men 
that  I  expect  to  come  up  big  in  their 
events,”  Lorek  said.  “We  are  very 
mature  for  the  youth  on  our  squad.” 

Some  of  the  young  talent  that 
Lorek  expects  to  have  a  big  impact 
is  sophomore  Seth  Staashelm  in 
the  decathlon  and  junior  Taylor 
Overmiller  in  the  800 -meter  run.

“We  lost  a  lot  of  seniors  to 
graduation  last  year,”  Lorek  said.

younger  squad.” 

The  ’Cats  return  junior  nation¬ 
al  qualifier  Angela  Adams  in  the 
5,000  meter  run  and  sophomore 
Brittany  Poole,  who  ended  the  year 
ranked  26th  nationally  in  the  stee¬ 
plechase. 

This  year’s  team  will  also  fea¬ 
ture  senior  sprinter  Rachel  Lewis, 
who  qualified  for  the  national  in¬ 
door  competition  two  weeks  ago 
and  a  former  indoor  national  quali¬ 
fier,  senior  Bridget  Cline,  in  the 
400 -meter  run. 

Lorek  expects  great  things  from 
redshirt  freshman  Ashli  Mosby  in 
the  100 -meter  hurdles,  who  is  on 
the  verge  of  qualifying  nationally 
for  the  indoor  60 -meter  hurdles. 

“I  expect  us  to  be  competitive 
on  the  conference  level  and  to  have 
a  few  individuals  be  competitive  on 
the  national  level,  as  well,”  Lorek 
said. 

Both  teams  kick  off  the  season 
April  2  for  the  Northwest  Open  at 
Herschel  Neil  Track.
